BOMBAY—Jan. IG—Delayed—After nearly a 
week in this fabled land of mysticism and dream s j 
I am more confused about its contradictions than 
ever. This may be normal. Yet it is a bit disturb­ 
ing. 


For example, the government outlawed the 
caste system a decade ago. But the system re­ 
mains and will probably require generations of 
education and economic progress for actual abol­ 
ishment. 


The reason is simple. Castes are the legacy of 
India’s religious faiths. You don’t legislate cus­ 
tom reaching thousands of years into antiquity 
any more than you m andate tolerance as a substi­ 
tute for prejudice in, say, America. 


For another example, the average m an in the 
street in the sprawling cities and villages is des­ 
perately poor by any standard and has no hope in 
his life’s span of bettering himself, even if he had 
some smallest idea of the meaning of betterment. 
And there are countless millions of these men—and 
their women and their children. 


Yet this same man is am iable, courteous and 
happy—even though his dinner be a banana, his 
recreation looking to the sea, his bed the floor of a 
hotel corridor or the sidewalk of a boulevard or 
the cobblestones of a darkened alley. 


I think I have never seen so many people so 
happy with so little.

The central government at New Delhi is aware 
of this, as are the governments of the 15 states f 
comprising the nation. 


In this respect, much progress has been made, j 


Y. B. Chavan, Chief Minister of the state of 
M aharashtra, of which Bombay is the capital, 
said during an interview yesterday that education 
is now compulsory throughout the country. He 
said: 


“ We hope that within one generation we will 
have IOO per cent literacy in India.” 


Mr. Chavan also said that there has been 
more economic progress in the past IO years than 
there had been in the previous IOO years. 


Population in India has increased at the rate 
of two per cent a year during the past IO years. 
This is one of the highest birth rates in the world 
and the population explosion represents another 
critical problem.

The present illiteracy rate is very, very high. 
Compulsory education means for most people in 
cities and some 52,000 villages merely education 
through the first three grades. 


There are exceptions. In Bombay, for exam­ 
ple, the public schools have seven grades. There is 
also a joker in the program. The government boasts 
that there is a school in every village of 500 or 
more people. There are countless thousands of vil­ 
lages with less than 500 population. 


But India’s economy is expanding. 


In the past IO years its national income has in­ 
creased by 40 per cent. 


Its third five-year plan began last April I and 
called for a total investment of $23,625,000,000 for 
development of heavy and basic industry, trans­ 
port and communications. 
If the aims of this plan can be achieved, then 
India will be making progress indeed. In this con­ 
nection, contrary to popular belief, the central gov­ 
ernment is relying on private capital and enter­ 
prise to do the job. Presently, according to best 
authoritative sources, government operates only 
between 5 and IO per cent of industry and com­ 
mercial services. 
But it will be along time before the average 
Indian reaches an economic status anywhere near 
that of his Western counterpart. 
Per capita annual income in India is a mere 
$60 per year. This is $5 per month. 


I was chatting with a handsome, friendly wait­ 
er in the dining room of my hotel last evening. 
He also doubles as a bell boy, laundryman and 
clothes presser. 
His salary is 30 rupees per month. This is about 
$6 U. S. His tips amount to another IO rupees. His 
total income is $8 per month. 
For this princely salary he must work 13 days 
a month (government wage-hour law) 
and 
18 
hours a day. He has no other income simply be­ 
cause of the vast surplus of labor. 
On $8 monthly, he supports a widowed moth­ 
er, four sisters and three brothers. 
V. Maty an wasn’t complaining as he told me 
his story and how difficult it is to feed nine mouths 
and find clothes and lodging for nine people. 
How about the future? I asked. 
He smiled resignedly. 
“ I like it here,'’ he said. “And I can never hope 
to be more than I am .”
